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The New Dalai Lama 

On the “Roof of the World,” ‘Tibetan monks 
hhave assembled from monasieries throughout 
the mountain kingdom to enthrone thelr new 
Dalai Lama, Discovered in Kokonor with all 
the auspicious attributes of a successor to the 
last Dalai ‘Lama~who severed most traditions 
of incumbents of this high office by reaching 
nearly the Biblical span of life through the 
watchful care and attention of his mother— 
the four-year-old boy will be enthroned 14th 
Dalai Lama, virtual ruler of Tibet, under a 
regency until he is able to take charge. With 
‘the exception of the last Dalai Lama, most oc- 
ccupants of this holy offlee barely attained their 
majority, history failing to describe exactly the 
‘cause of ‘this high rate of mortality which might 
hhave been due as much to the rigorous ife of 
‘Tibetan lamas as to any suspected foul ploy 
by the powerful political leaders. One inter~ 
esting fact about today's enthronement cere- 
mony Is that the traditional practice of draw- 
ing lots from the golden urn presented by Em- 
peror Chien Lung, the most brilliant of the 
Ching dynasty, has’ becn abolished and the boy 
prlost will be enthroned without opposition 
This agreement Is said to have been reached 
after conferences between the Tibetan Regent 
‘and. General Wu Chung-hsin, head of the 
Chungking mission mow in Lhasa for 
the ceremonies, and seems reasonable. 
‘Two other. boys were also. selected for 
the holy office and the lot drawing ceremony 
hhas long years of acceptance behind It, bul the 
Tong, wide and voluminous sleeves of the gowns 
worn by Chinese Ambans, or Commissioners, 
appointed to Tibet in the Imperial days, 
permitted of astonishing changes in. the slips 
‘originally placed in the urn during the solemo 
‘ceremony. At today's ceremony, the new Dalai 
Lama appears to be ascending the ecclesiastical 
‘throne with mo monastic opposition and with 
‘Chungking’s blessing so the mention of rival 
‘candidates, therefore, becomes unnecessary. Iu 
fact, reports from Chungking indicale that the 
relations between China and Tibet were never 
‘more friendly and cordial, which contrasts with 
the last regime wherein the Dalal Lama was 
Jextremely independent in his attitude towards 
China, and the Panchon Lama abandoned his 
monastery at ‘Tashilumpo and sought to roam 
China for many years in consequence of the 
breach. 














Navy Off Murmansk 


‘Too much is being made of the presence of 2 
portion of the British Navy in Arclie waters off 
the Norwegian and Murmansk coasts, for it is 
Jquite obvious that since the incident of the 
‘Altmark the Allies have been tightening up their 
contraband control.

[The Allies are quite entitled to stop that if they 
Jean, and if they find that Norwegian territorial 
jwaters are being availed of for the purpose of 
Jevading the blockade it is to be assumed that 
they will take such action as may seem best to 
them to prevent it. ‘There Js another report to 
the effect that the Alliés are seeking to prevent 
German supplies reaching Russia in accordance 
with their general ban. upon German export 
Jcargo. Quite obviously the Allies are entitled 
to take action against German exports whereve: 
they may find them, and if they happen to find 
them in the Arctic’ Ocean they will doubtless 
Jconfiseate them just as if they were discovered 
Jelsewhere. ‘There need be nothing In this whieh 
should in any way involve antagonism to Russia, 
The policy of the Allies is not to war with 
Russia uniess that country forees hostilities upon 
them. In some ways it would clear up much 
confusion if she did, and permit of the destruc. 
tion of whatever German vessels there may still 
be seeking refuge in Russian waters. ‘The 
Presence of units of the British flect off the 
‘Murmansk coast is not, therefore, to be reckoned 
Jas a blockade against a neutral Power, but 
‘merely the adopting of the necessary precatitions 
against the use of this route through Norwegian 
waters for the purpose of running the blockade 
which has been instituted against Germany. It 
represents the tightening of the cordon around 
Germany and the reduction of the number of 
favenues through which she can import materials 
fof war.

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New Dalai Lama Enthroned 


Six-Year-Old Boy Becomes Temporal Ruler of 
Tibet in Picturesque Lhasa Ceremony 


Chungking, Feb, 22. 


‘MID elaborate, ancient ceremony, a six-year-old peasant lad, 
born in a tribal cave among the mountains of Chinese Koko- 


nor, will be enthroned at Lhasa 


today as temporal ruler of Tibet. 


‘The boy, formerly known as Tanchu, was proclaimed the 14th 
Dalai Lama last July, when he was selected as the re-incarnation 
of the 13th Dalai Lama, who died in Lhasa in December, 1933, 
at the age of 57, having ruled since 1893. 

‘The selection of the new ruler has attracted particular interest, 
as during his reign Tibet may well pass through a period of his- 


torical importance. 


“The Root of the World,” Tibet is no longer, 


as in past years, remote from the influence of outside events, 


Effects of the Sino-Japanese war 
are belng felt, and repercussions from 
India’s Internal strife are also imping- 
i on Tibet, Within the country a 
ssleong young nationalist party has, 
developed, said to have as its. aims 
tho casting off of China's assumed 
suzerainty and achievement of pro- 
ress towards creation of a modern 
‘Tibet. 

‘Naturally the Chinece Government 
took special interest in the selection 
of the Dalal Lama, and the choice has 
thelr full approval. ‘They hope that 
ho Will develop Into a ruler able ty 
gain the united support of ‘Tibetans, 
willing {o guard and consolidate the 
ands between Tibet and China proper.

Brilliant Boy 

‘The child impressed everyone with 
‘nig dignity and selt-possession during 
‘tho Tong ‘ceremonies enacted on his 
arrival In Tibet. He Is desertbed ns 
4 brilliant boy, “quiet mannered, with 
bright, penetrating eyes.” 

‘When discovered, the new Dalat 
Lama’ was living in a cave at the 
small village of Taherhsze, His brother 
was a Lama In the Tar Temple, and 
the lad jolned the holy men and Lived 
In the temple until the time of tho 
final selection. ‘He was watched over 
with greatest care, oven his food being, 
prepared under strict oficial super- 
vision, 

In the search for the Dalai Lama's 
re-Inearnation, disciples of the former 
ruler covered’ thousands of miles, in 
China ‘and Tibet. ‘They were guided, 
according to traditional belief, by 
ens, porlents, visions ond oractes, 
‘Tibetans believe that when a Dolal 
Lama dies his spirit passes into the 
body’ of his successor, who has to be 
orn ot the exaet moment of his death 
‘This "child Is identified by certain 
‘marks on the body and his ability to 
handle “instinctively objects which 
olonged to his predecesor.

Chinese Reply to 
Japan Broadeast 


Chungking, Feb. 21. 

‘A Iengthy statement in reply to a 
broadeast by the Japanese South 
China’ Command on February 1 
which was addressed to the Chinese 
Ministry of Publleity, was made today 
by the Chinese military spokesman 
hore. 

“The nese broadcast on 
[February 18," the spokesman declared, 
‘as apparently in reply to a Chinese 
loroadeast on February 13. The Japan- 
Jese alleged the Chinese had announced 
the recapture of Nanning. 

“This is not in accordance with facts. 
‘The Chinese Command never an- 
nounced the recapture of Nanning. 
In fact, the Chinese military spokes- 
man ahnounced before Chinese and 
foreign pressmen on December 27 that 
Chinese forces had not yet launched 
fan attack on Nanning. 

“The Japanese drive trom Nenning 
never, onee <scaped Chinese enelrcle- 
ment" the Chinese spokesman 
announced, “yet the Japanese called 
the drive an ‘annihilation campaign. 

“But what has beon the result of 
the so-called annihilation campaign?” 
the spokesman asked. “Chinese forces 
advanced from Klutang to Szetang. 
At the same time, Japanese forces 
retracted from Patang to Santang, a 
withdrawal of seventeen. miles.

Chungking, Feb 24. 

A. closer understanding between 
the Central Government and Chinese 
Communists, and also the removal of 
incidental friction between local 
military. and Communist. authorities 
in the north-west provinces of China 
may bo expected, following the pro- 
gress of negotiations between ‘the 
Central Government and the Com- 
munists over several outstanding. 1s 
sues, according to Chinese circles 
here. 

‘An agreement shortly to be signed 
between these two authorities is 
persistently reported, 

‘One of the main issues discussed, 
it Is stated, concerns the size of the 
Chinese Communist army. 

‘After the Sian Incident, the Chinese 
Communist “army was ‘incorporated 
Into the Chinese Central Government 
army, to be known as the Eighth 
Route Army, with a total strength of 
fone army corps. 

Organization Regulated 

Following the outbreak of the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities, the Eighth 
Route Army is said to have recruited 
many irregulars, who were only poot- 
ly equipped, Later, it became ne- 
cossary to requlate their organization, 

It Is understood that after consider- 
able discussion, it was finally decided 
to fx the strength of the Chinese 
‘Communist army at six divisions, 

‘According to the agreement reached 
after the Sian incident, the Central 
Government is reported regularly to 
have given the Chinese Communists 
funds for the maintenance of one 
army corps. 

Since the reorganization of the 
Eighth Route Army, however, it is 
believed that the Ceniral Government 
agreed to inerease the allowance to 
enable six divisions to be maintained, 
fon the condition that the Communists 
would observe the rules and regula- 
tons of the Central Government r0- 
xarding organization, discipline and 
other matters. 

In return, it is stated that the Com- 
munists would not be permitted to 
inerease their, strength, nor organize 
“allied forces." 

Territory Under Reds 

Another major issue which awaits 
seitlement “concerns the territory 
under Chinese Communist admin~ 
istration. 

‘At the time of the Sian incident, 
Chinese Communists were sald. ac 
ually to be in control of only three 
hisien in northern Shens!, but after 
the outbreak of hostilities, the area 
cccupied by the Communists was 
Known to have been extended. 

An order to facilitate military 
‘operations of the Central Government

THREAT TO SCANDINAVIA 
Feb. 21. 


In view of the forthcoming conference of 
the Scandinavian countries, with the exeep~ 
tion this time of Finland, at Copenhagen, 
‘commencing on February 24, the statement 
last week concerning Sweden's intention to 
remain neutral in the Finnish-Russian war, 
and the proclamation of King Gustaf refus~ 
ing military aid for the Finns, assume very 
considerable importance. King Gustaf states 
most emphatically that from the very first 
he told the Finnish Government that it 
would be impossible for Sweden openly to 
participate in military intervention on behalf 
of Finland, and while he was ready to give 
4 maximum of aid fo Finland, he felt sure 
that military intervention would involve his 
‘own country not only in war with Russia 
but possibly with other Powers. Tt speaks 
volumes for the courage of the Finns that, 
being well aware of the Swedish attitude, 
they, nevertheless, decided to oppose firm 
resistance to the Russian aggression, It is 
well within the competence of the Swedish 
Government to decide exactly what shall be 
ts attitude towards the Russo-Finnish hos 
tilities, and, if It hos decided that it will 
Keep out of trouble at all costs, that is purely 
matter of its own concern. Whether it 
is wise in view of all that has transpired, is, 
entirely another matter, If there is complete 
certainty that neither Germany nor Russia 
have any designs upon the integrity of the 
Scandinavian countries then the wisdom of 
the decision cannot be doubted, for no coun 
ty desires to stir up trouble if it can pos~ 
sibly be avoided. But it is significant to note 
that one of the original demands made upon 
Finland was for the cession of territory in 
the north which would have given the Soviet 
a common frontier with Norway and Sweden, 
which does not at the present exist, and the 
very obvious wish of Moscow to remove the 
Finnish buffer between itself and Norway 
and Sweden, can only, in view of all that 
has happened, be regarded as most sinister. 
Both Norway’ and Sweden are faced with 
fa situation now, which is entirely new, and 
it remains to be seen whether they will be’ 
able to remain at peace under the terrific 
pressure which is being put upon them. 

‘Their safety in the past undoubtedly de~ 
pended upon a state of enmity existing be~ 
‘tween Germany ond Russia. That no longer 
exists, In its place there has been created 
a predatory union in which both parties 
are out to grab everything they can, and 
for whom the rich natural resources of 
Scandinavia, and especially Sweden have an 
overwhelming allure. ‘The surrender of Ger- 
many's traditional policy in the Baltic of 
August last meant the dropping of the old 
resolution to prevent Russia obtaining access 
to the Atlantic. For that purpose the Reich 
maintained advanced positions in the Baltic, 
which have now been wholly given up. Rus~ 
n victory over Finland would give her the 
‘omplete control of the northern Baltic, and 
it the same time threaten the German ‘posi~ 
tion in the south, while, with the elimination 
of the Finns, Russia would be brought right 
up to the Swedish and Norwegian borders, 
constituting a threat the seriousness of w! 
cannot now be minimized. The position of 
both Norway and Sweden is consequently 
most critical, and both those nations face a 
crisis probably unparalleled in their history. 
ind one which may very well result in their 
ultimate destruction. ‘The claim has been 
advanced, with some apparent justification 
that Sweden's attitude of passive neutrality, 
and Norway's policy of favouring Germany 
by permitting her shipping to use Norwegian 
territorial waters, is all part of the general 
scheme to secure safety by playing Germany 
off against Russia. It may succeed so long 
is there is that distrust between Berlin and 
Moscow which was evidenced by the manner 
in which Russin advanced into Poland to 
seize its share of the agreed upon spoils 
without waiting for Herr Hitler to keep his 
part of the bargain of August 23 last, but 
at any rate for the time being there is an 
identity of purpose between the two coun 
tries which makes the menace to Seandina- 
via all the more serious. There is only one 
chance of Germany and Russia disagreeing, 
with regard to the Scandinavian countries. 
If the Reich had any reason to fear that Rus- 
sian domination might prevent it, receiving 
the large supplies of iron ore which it at

‘The cutting off of that source of supply 
of so essential a war material would mean 
fa serious thing for Germany, and it may 
safely be said that German and Russian in- 
terest in Swedish natural riches is not 
identical but completely in opposition. On 
the other hand the Reich may still desire to 
avoid fighting on any other front than the 
western. It wos that which led Herr Hitler 





86] to forswear his acknowledged policies, and 


he may still prefer to sec Russia go ahead 
fon the Scandinavian peninsula rather than 
divert forces there to resist Russian en- 
croachment. But whether that occurs or 
not the condition of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries be parlous. They have no 
guarantee that sooner or later they will not 
fall into the greedy maw of one or the other 
of the aggressor nations. Indeed they have 
a certainty, unless they can agree upon some 
ommon form of defence which would unite 
them against all aggression. ‘That, however, 
will prove ineffective if it does not include 
Finland, and they cannot include her unless 
they are prepared to go to her assistance 
with active military intervention which would 
prevent the Russians from ever reaching 
their frontiers. Germany it is reported has 
stated that she would regard Scandinavian 
intervention in behalf of Finland as a 
breach of neutrality, but both the Norwegian 
and Swedish Governments have to consider 
what is to be their ultimate fate if Finland 
is first to go, and then they themselves picked 
‘off piecemeal as it suits the convenience of 
the aggressor states. United, they stand a 
chance of successtully defending themselves, 
divided, they run the risk of meeting that 
fale which the Finns are so manfully 
struggling to avoid, and which they may 
escape if sufllcient assistance in men and 
material is afforded them. The Finns are 
fighting the battle of every Scandinavian. 
They are the outposts of the defence of both 
Norway, and Sweden, and in the maintenance 
of present neutrality they are in fact assist~ 
ing both Germany and Russia towards their 
‘own elimination. ‘The desire to keep out 
of war is perfectly comprehensible, and 
neither Norway nor Sweden are to be blamed 
for having such a wish, but the real ques~ 
tion is whether they are strong enough to 
maintain their neutrality, and that is some- 
thing about which there must be great doubt, 




















THE BRITISH CASE 
Feb. 22. 

‘The more information divulged about the 
rescue of British prisoners aboard the 
German war vessel Altmark,—it must be re- 
membered that M. Koht, Norwegian Foreign 
‘Minister himself admits ‘this to be the char- 
acter of the vessel,—the more amazing does 
the whole thing become. Within the strict 
terms of international law on the subject of 
neutrality Great Britain undoubtedly breach- 
ed Norway's neutrality when it entered 
territorial waters in pursuit of the Altmark, 
but the question may be asked as to what 
sort of neutrality it was. In the words of 
‘Mr, Chamberlain, who wasted no time in 
replying to M. Koht's contentions, it was a 
neutrality in which the Norwegian authori- 
ties “displayed a complete indifference as to 
the use which might be made of their terri- 
torial waters.” The fact of the matter is 
that the Altmark having managed to penc~ 
rate the British blockade sought to reach 
safety by using Norwegian territorial waters 
‘a a channel by means of which the security 
‘of a home port might be reached, and the 
captain of the Altmark was undoubtedly 
seeking to carry out an act of war, namely 
the transportation of prisoners captured by 
the Admiral Graf Spee under the protection 
of Norwegian neutrality. It could have been 
thought that with the command of the North 
Sea, to which the Reich has Inid frequent 
bombastic claims it would not have been 
necessary for the Altmark to have pursucd 
such a course, but the fact is that Germany 
ossesses no such command, as the success 
of the British naval feat so convincingly 
demonstrates. The Aimark, therefore, sought 

afely in the clearest possible breach of the 

territorial integrity of Norwegian waters. It 
is inconceivable that the Norwegian authori- 
ties should ever have thought the Germans 
would be allowed to get away 
if the British Government had not taken the 
action they did, and failed in the circum- 
slances to rescue their nationals, there would 

ve been a hissing and a byword in: the 
regard of all reasonable people. 

Mr. Koht's view that the Norwegian Go 
ernment see no objection to the use of their 
waters for hundreds of miles by a German 
war vessel, for the purpose of escaping cap- 
ture on the high seas and conveying British 
prisoners to a German prison camp, is in the 
opinion of the British Government com- 
pletely at variance with international law, 
as they understand it, for it would in their 
opinion legalize the abuse by German war- 
ships of neutral waters and ereate a position 
which His Majesty’s Government can in no 

sumstanees aecept. The lot of the neutral 
n all wars has been proved to be an un- 
‘comfortable one, and this struggle will prove 
no exception. It is inevitable that they will 
be irritated by the restrictions which the

behaviour either to one side or the other. It 
is obvious that by permitting the Germans. 
to use Norwegian waters in the way they. 
have Norway's _ neutr has become 
bereft of that impartiality which is so im- 
peratively necessary. The indications are 
that Norway is being subjected to very 
considerable German pressure and in that. 
regard very considerable sympathy will be 
felt for her in the difficult position in which 
she is placed. Yet no matter how much she 
is to be sympathized with, it has to be re~ 
membered that Great Britain and France 
fare just as much at war as is Germany, and 
whatever modification of her neutrality 
Norway is forced to concede to Germany 
will obviously be availed of by the Allies. 
‘Thus if the Norwegian Government fails to 
take such steps as will prevent their waters 
from being used for warlike purposes by 
Germany, there need be no surprise if the 
Allies avail themselves of like privileges, 
for neutrality has either to be complete oF 
it is no neutrality at all. 

That this opinion is widely held through- 
‘out the world is to be noticed in the resumés 
of press comment which have appeared. 
‘Comment in leading American newspapers 
clearly support the British action and very 
much to the point is the remark of the New 
York “Sun” that “Norwegian officials ac~ 
cepted the word of the German commander, 
and Germany violated Norwegian neutrality.” 
This is but another instance of how danger~ 
ous it is to accept the German word, and it 
clearly demonstrates that the Norwegian 
‘officials would have been better advised to 
have met that repeated request that the 
Altmark should be searched. The initial 
guilt is that of Germany, and in any discus- 
sion of the question that has. to be remem- 
bered. It is to be hoped that the matter 
will be settled amicably, for in Great Britain 
and France there is a'sineere liking and 
[admiration for the Scandinavian countries, 
jand a very real appreciation of the difficult 
Position in which they are placed by proxim- 
ity to a nation which apparently confines its 
faitention to international law to the study 
of how best to break it. Obviously it would 
be very much in the interests of the Reich 
to force Norway to an open breach with 
Great Britain, for that would enable her to 
make use of the Norwegian coastline as a 
Jong and very effective base for naval and 
tir action against Britain. Tt is to be hoped 
that the diplomacy of the two countries will 
be able enough to prevent any unfortunate 
development. Nevertheless it is quite clear 
that the men who have been rescued can 
never be handed over cither to Norway, or 
through her to Germany. As for the very. 
“righteous” indignation expressed in Ger~ 
many little attention need be paid to it. It 
arises from the realization of the bitter fact 
that this particular little scheme has been 
frustrated, and that even the slight consola~ 
tion of being able to retain the prisoners 
taken by the inglorious Admiral Graf Spee 
has been denied them, 
































A SURVEY 


Feb. 23 
Despite Russian claims of success in Fin- 
Jand it appears that with all the desperate 
fighting which has been going on for over 
a fortnight, the Soviet attempts to carry the 
Mannerheim Line have not been particularly 
fruitful, and while in places they may have 
made some impression, the Line itself is 
considered still to be ‘intact. “Attempts 
turn it at both ends were made, some pro- 
gress being achieved at the end based on 
the Gulf of Finland, but, none along the 
shore of Lake Ladoga. ‘The Finnish claim 
that only outposts of the Line have been 
taken by the Russians is probably correct, and, 
if this is s0, then a great deal more fighting 
will have to take place before the Russians 
can hope to clear a way to Viborg. In the 
meantime it is gratifying {0 note that proof 
is forthcoming of the statement recently 
made by Mr. Chamberlain that the assistance 
which was being given to Finland was more 
substantial than some people appeared to 
believe. ‘The statement has been made in 
London that Great Britain has already des- 
patched between 40 and 50 acroplanes to 
Finland, and that the total with be brought 
up to 144, Large quantities of military equip 
ment and ammunition are also to be for- 
warded while considerable quantities of non- 
Iethal military supplies have already been 
sent. When to this is added the French 
contribution, and the Italian it is apparent 
that satisfactory assistance is being provided 
for Finland, though it has yet to be ascer- 
tained how ‘much more will be necessary to 
‘secure vietory for the Finns. Quite obvious- 
ly the need for manpower is reat. The 
Finnish troops have been fighting one long 
‘continuous battle since hostilities commenced, 
and without considerable increase in the 
number of troops available, it would seem 
that they can hardly expect that relief with- 
out whieh the men must suffer considerably 
Volunteer recruiting is proceeding in various 
countries and fair numbers of men have al- 
ready been enrolled. Unfortunately they 


















































will require special training to meet the 
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arduous conditions under which the " 
campaign is being fought, and it may still 
Be some time before these levies will be 
ready {o participate in the struggle. 

If the Finns are still a considerable dis- 
tance from defeat, the same can with justice - 
be said of the Allies in their struggle with 
Germany. Naval exchanges have’ consist~ 
ently favoured the Allied Fleets the damage 
to which is relatively small compared with 
that which has been inflicted upon the Ger- 
mans. The loss of the Admiral Graf Spee was 
in itself a severe blow, while the other damage 
which has been done to the German navy 
has greatly reduced the striking power it had 
at the beginning of the war. If, as it is re~ 
ported, another pocket battleship is now in 
the waters of the south Atlantic, it may be 
safely considered that it is only a question of 
time before she will be brought to book. The 
urgent necessity of keeping out of the way 
of the Allied warships searching for he) 
tends of itself to keep the number of he 
victims down, and there is every reason to 
believe that ‘with ordinary luck the new- 
comer will be disposed of as cheaply as was 
the Admiral Graf Spee whose destruction at 
the cost of the few vessels she destroyed was 
indeed cheap. Indeed the only real success 
the Germans appear to be securing at sea is, 
in theit ruthless campaign against neutral 
shipping. That of course is quite unable to 
defend itself, and the ease with which Ger 
‘man submarine commanders and mine layers 
Js wreaking destruction upon it is to be at 
tributed to that fact. German submarine 
warfare against Allied shipping is not pro- 
ducing the results necessary if a severe 
blow is to be struck against the carriage of 
‘supplies for the Allies overseas. Taking even 
the German claims of success in this connec- 
tion and comparing them with the huge 
volume of traffic which is daily moving over 
the high seas, it is apparent that the schemes 
for the defence of the Allied mereantile 

ine are proving just as effective as they 
did in the last war, while the number of 
U-boats destroyed is regarded as highly 
satisfactory. If the German U-boat losses 
average from two to four a week the 
numerical strength must have been very 
considerably reduced, even allowing for re~ 
placements which can only be made as crews 
are trained in the highly technical and in- 
trieate job of navigating and fighting such 
vessels. 

Much has been made of the publication 
by the Germans of various aerial photographs 
of places in Great Britain taken by German 
aviators. Proof that Allied airmen have done 
just as good work, if not better has already 
reached Shanghai in pictorial form. The 
photographs demonstrate that Allied airmen 
‘are just as capable in reconnaissance as aro 
those of the enemy. The latter's claim to 
have command of the North Sea has recently 
been proved to be the absurdity it was 
always thought to be. The incident of the 
Altmark is suMcient to disprove these bom~ 
bastic claims, for it shows that the British 
fleet can and’ docs move where it wills upon 
the King’s business, and that neither the 
German fleet nor its’ air-arm is in a position 
to slop it, The situation in this respect 
also is to bo regarded ag highly satisfactory, 
for not only are the Allies holding thelr 
own, but they are being given an opportun- 
ity, which is being fully availed of, of making 
every possible preparation against the day 
when hostilities take a sterner turn than 
they have up to the present. ‘The thaw 
which as set in on the western front, may 
very well be the prelude to that Spring dur= 
ing which it is anticipated military action 
fon Jand will be initiated. ‘The Allies have 
been given practically six months in which 
to perfect their defences, and whatever the 
German general sta! may have in their 
minds regarding developments along the 
western front the Allied forces are now 
well enough disposed and equipped to regard 
any potential menace with very considerable 
confidence as to the outcome. It has been 
suggested that this Spring will sce the launch 
ing by Germany of a large scale offen 
with all arms. It all sounds very dreadful, 
but those who may be anxious about it, 
should remember that the Allies are In the 
position, owing to the failure of the German 
command to force the issue shortly after 
the outbreak of hostilities, to give Germany 
Just as good as they get. ‘The Allies have 
the benefit of a rapidly growing potential 
the Germans have reached the peak of their 
production, it is extremely doubtful 
whether their industry can again be expand- 
cd to mect the enormous wastage that must 
ensure once large scale fighting commences. 
































































A WELCOME STEP 
Feb. 24, 

One of the most impressive features about 
the Administration of the French Concession 
is that the authorities, when they are faced 
with a problem, usually adopt a realistic 
method of dealing with it. ‘Thus the French 
Consul-General has promulgated a set 
of regulations designed to establish the 
complete control of prices, the proper 
eperition of which should assure reasonable 
profit for the producers and makers of 
xoods, while at the same time insuring that 
those’ who have to purehase them will be 
protected against the rapacity of hoarders and 

















manipulators against whom an important 
section of the regulations Js directed, In this 
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connection it is necessary to emphasize that 
the issuance of these regulations is the result 
of a finding by the French authorities after’ 
due investigation that the present outrageous. 
increase in the prices of so many articles is 
the direct result of hoarding and manipulating 
and also of gambling. Gambling in differences 
has been found to be prevalent, and it is 
mainly the poorer inarticulate classes who are 
suffering most, inough it can safely be said 
that the whole community Is being vietimized 
to a great or lesser degree. M. Augé, of the 
French Consulate General, in a statement to 
the “North-China Daily News” made the 
point quite clear when he said the stocks in 
‘Shanghai by far exceed normal requirements, 
and are being dealt with by manipulators who 
are enabled to fix prices out of all proportion 
to actual cost. There has been some scepti- 
elsm expressed as to whether it will be pos~ 
sible to make these regulations operable. That 
can only be proved by actual experiment and 
the experiment in view of the rapidly-deterior~ 
ating situation is well worth the making. 
It 4g obvious that if these practices are 
permitted to continue unchecked a most 
serious situation will be brought about, 
in which the peace and good order of 
the French Concession might become im~ 
perilled, and the French authorities who are 
responsible for initiating these regulations 
are to be congratulated on the direct, clear- 
cut manner in which they are dealing with 
this very serious evil. 


One of the factors which may operate 
‘against the successful working of the 
regulations may prove to be the absence of 
similar regulatiwas in the International 
Settlement, which may make it the asylum 
from which these unscrupulous manipulators 
would be able to continue their operations. 
It is clear, therefore, that the move made 
by the French Administration needs to be 
backed up by similar action on the part of 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, for once 
the two authorities are completely in line in 
this matter it should be possible to establish 
control over this gambling in foodstuifs which 
is at the bottom of the present evil state 
of affairs. ‘The time is long past when it 
Is possible to take refuge behind legalistic 
interpretations as to what can and. cannot be 
done in the administration of the Inte 
national Settlement. It is certainly no time 
to continue with a policy of laissez faire 
when the peace und order of the port so 
clearly depends upon the population being 
able to purchase foodstuffs at a reasonable 
price, ‘The situation in North China and the 
disorderliness of the hungry crowds should 
serve a8 a sufficient indication of what is 
Hikely to happen in Shanghai unless effective 
action is taken to put a stop to present 
abuses, ‘That there is hoarding and mani- 
pulation in the International Settlement just 
ag there are in the French Concession is as 
plain as day. One example which has come 
to the knowledge of this journal may be 
quoted. ‘There is at the moment stored in 
local godowns half-a-million bags of flour 
milled at a time when flour was being sold 
at under $6 a bag; the owners who have 
hoarded it have made a neat little profit 
‘of about $5,000,000 and are still holding 
on for a further rise. ‘The greater part of 
that profit is being wrested from the meagre 
pockets of the poorer classes of Shanghai, 
and something has got to be done to stop it. 
Tt will be noted that the Shanghai Municipat 
Council is granting the lower paid of its 
staff a rice allowance to mect these abnormal 
increases. That is all very well so far as it 
oes, but docs anyone in his sober senses 
believe for one moment that the evil is to 
bo cured by thus paying tribute to the pro- 
Ateers and hoarders who patently exist in 
Shanghai? 


‘There has been for much too long a time 
‘4 disposition to do nothing, on the grounds 
that the Council cannot’ legally take the 
stops it should be to remedy such ills as these. 
Against this it can be said with complete 
truth that the Council has not always found 
itself bound by mere legalities, and in the 
interest of the preservation of the Inter= 
national Settlement it is imperative that « 
broader view of what can and should be 
done shall be adopted. Nothing has been 
done with regard to the issue of small cur- 
reney notes to relieve that particular short 
‘age, but whether it has been legal or not, 
certain undertakings in Shanghai have been 
obliged to issue thelr own currency. They 
practically had to or cease operation. ‘The 
point here is that what the Municipal 
Couneil apparently found it could not do, 
the companies found they could and did. It 
is contended with all the emphasis it deserves 
not be impossible for the 
Shanghai Municipal Couneil to adopt some 
such regulations as those which have been 
promulgated by the Freneh authorities and 
to put. them into effective force. ‘The re- 
sponsibility of the Municipal Couneil for the 

t twonund-a-half years has indeed been 
It is if anything graver now than 
and that not because of external but 
of internal developments. ‘There can be no 
wainsaying the fact that the future peace 
and ood order of the International Settle 
ment depends very largely upon what steps 
the Council is prepared to take now. If the 
continued manipulation of prices is permitted 
unhindered the time may come when the 
authorities will have to suppress the dis- 
orders of the hungry by sheer force. Should 
that occur the responsibility for whatever 
happens will rest fairly and squarely upon 
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‘the shoulders of the Municipal Couneil, and 
the plea that legally they were unable to 
do anything will avail them not a jot. ‘The 
French authorities have given the Inter~ 
national Settlement a most praiseworthy 
lead, and it is imperative that the Municipal 
‘Council should co-operate by the establish~ 
ment of similar regulations. Delay in the 
matter may prove to be highly dangerous. 








THE TENDER CONSCIENCE

It is astonishing, in view of the manner 
‘which the Reich is prosecuting this war, 
that it should at times show considerable res- 
tiveness over the comment which is made 
in neutral countries concerning it. ‘The 
atest case is reported from Amsterdam in 
‘a message which states that the German 
Government circles are very angry at the 
bitter comments in the press of the small 
neutral countries on the subject of the U-boat 
campaign. They are reported to have 
threatened that a very sharp answer will be 
forthcoming if press attacks on Nazi methods 
‘of sea warfare are continued, and are said 
to have stated: “Neutral papers, particularly 
the Dutch press, must mend their manners. 
Germany can no longer tolerate accusations 
‘against her submarine commanders whose’ 
‘conduct is even being called barbarous.” The 
moderation of the newspapers of the smaller 
neutral nations, which are seeing their ship- 
ping ruthlessly destroyed in circumstances 
for which there cannot be the slightest Justi- 
fication, is indeed remarkable, when they 
confine themselves merely to referring to the 
barbarity of the conduct of the German com- 
‘manders. ‘They could with equal justice, and 
‘the same degree of moderation brand it as| 
cowardly as well, for this intensive submarine 
warfare is not’ being directed against all 
neutrals but only those without much power 
of retaliation. ‘Thus while with a malevolent 
‘glee the Germans enjoy the destruction of 
Danish, Netherlands, Norwegian, Swedish and 
‘even Greek vessels, not to mention a number 
‘of other nations, it is to be noticed that the 
shipping of the United States, Italy and 
Japan—with one exception—is carefully not 
molested. ‘The Reich knows full well that if 
it were to adopt the same tactics against the 
mercantile marine of those countries it 
would very quickly be pulled up and told 
to behave itself, with the knowledge that 
those countries ‘would be able to impress 
their views as to the sanctity of their ship- 
ping in the only manner ‘which the Ger- 
man ‘appears to understand. The German 
‘conduct of their submarine war is therefore 
not only barbarous but cowardly. 

Where such newspapers as the “Algemoon 
Handelsblad” err in the comment they make 
is in characterising the German nation as a 
seafaring one. That it does in times of 
peace maintain and run several very efficient 
shipping lines is readily admitted, that its 
mercantile marine has amongst its personnel 
very many capable sailors is true, but that 
the German nation has behind it all the grand 
traditions of the real seafaring races is 
‘emphatically denied by the manner in which 
its naval men are behaving. Whatever 
praiseworthy qualities there are to be found 
in the German conduct of shipping in peace- 
time is completely negatived by the conduct 
of its navy in times of war. The history of 
the last war first showed this to be the case, 
‘and all that has happened since this present 
struggle begun. One of the great qualities 
of the sea-faring races is that high degree of 
chivalry induced by a realization of the 
ordinary perils of the sea, the insistence upon 
securing the safely of the other man in times 
of danger, and the willingness to take all 
‘manner of risks to save the lives of those 
Involved. The German navy ignoring all 
the high tradition that countless centuries 
of human acquaintance with the sca has built 
up, is in addition wilfully ignoring all those’ 
written conventions through which it was’ 
hoped to make sea warfare rather more’ 
human than otherwise it would be. ‘The 
Netherlands’ steamer Tara the latest to be: 
sunk, is not the only vessel, belligerent or 
neutral, which has been sunk without warn- 
ing. ‘The German intention with regard to 
this form of warfare was made known a 
few hours after the outbreak of war when 
the Athenia was foully torpedoed, and there 
hhas been no real relaxation since.” In a very 
Targe number of cases all that the German 
submarine commanders have done to secure 
the safety of the crews of vessels they 
intended to sink, was to sce that the 
men got away in’ their lifeboats, regardless 
of the distance from land, or the remoteness 
‘of the possibility of their being picked up 
by a passing vessel, or of the possible wea~ 
ther conditions. That generality has to be 
modified by the admission that on occasion 
some of the German commanders have dis- 
played a humanity which does them infinite 
eredit, but which at the same time throws 
the conduct of others into sharp contrast. 

‘The “Algemoon Handelsblad” finds that 
there is a deliberate plan in existence not 
‘only to torpedo without warning, but to pick 
fon ships sailing on behalf of small neutral 
countries which are dependent on supplies 
from other neutral lands overseas. This is 
not the prosccution of war against contraband 
which might be carried in neutral bottoms, 
but the wilful destruction of goods originat- 
ing in one neutral land and being destined 





























for another, and that with a complete 


regard of those conventions which are sup 
posed to be recognized amongst civilized 
nations. It is because of this that such 
irritation is felt in Berlin. It is uncomfort- 
‘able for even the most callous conscience to 
have the iniquities of its possessor so pun~ 
gently pointed out, and the statement that 
a very sharp answer will be forthcoming 
unless the neutral press changes its tone is 
in all probability very near the truth, ‘The 
coward and bully ‘resents the publica~ 


jtion of his derelictions, resents the scorn 


which his wrongdoing ‘brings down upon 
him, and will seck to avenge himself on 
those weaker than himself, ‘The Reich 
would not dare to do to the shipping of the 
big neutrals what it is doing to that of the 
small. It realizes that the ability of the former 
to make it behave itself is something which 
Berlin cannot afford to ignore. Its submarine 
‘campaign against convoyed British shipping 
hhas been shown to be the egregious failure 
it was anticipated it would be, only two- 
tenths of one per cent. of vessels so protected 
falling victims to German attack. ‘The Ger- 
‘man resentment over the Allies’ decision to 
‘arm their vessels for defensive purposes 1s 
in itself an indication of that self-same 
‘cowardice which inspires these attacks upon. 
defenceless neutrals. It is safer to attack 
‘an unarmed vessel, whether belligerent or 
neutral, better to scuttle warships instead of 
fighting it out. If Germany has any claim 
to be a seafaring nation the manner in which 
it betrays the tradition of the seas would 
most surely negative it. The decent German 
‘must resent this sort of thing, the other type 
resent the fact that their iniquities are thus 
‘manfully revealed by the newspapers of the 
neutral countries thus attacked. Hence this 
latest threat to people who cannot be ex- 
pected to hit back. 








SCANDINAVIA CONFERS 
Feb. 21. 


‘The conference of the Foreign Ministers 
of Denmark, Norway and Sweden at Copen- 
hagen over the week-end has brought about 
results which were easily to be anticipated, 
for in the communiqué which was issued 
‘after the mecting all that was stated was that 
which had been said individually by the 
leaders of the three conferring countries, The 
wish has been expressed for an carly ond to 
the Finnish-Soviet hostilities, and a peaceful 
solution which would safeguard the entire 
independence of Finland. In addition to this 
the Foreign Ministers affirmed their unanim- 
ity with regard to neutrality, denying that 
their attitude was in any way due to pres- 
sure, and expressed their determination to 
demand respect for their neutral territories 
according to the rule of international law. 
They also decided to raise serious objections 
to, and try to remedy the violation of prin- 
ciples of international law in naval warfare, 
which inflicts considerable losses on neutral 
States, which only want to maintain their 
legitimate and necessary sea trade. ‘They 
‘decided that their governments must support 
‘each other in negotiations with the belliger- 
‘ents on this subject, and the communiqué 
concluded that the Ministers were convinced. 
that, unless war ends before great disasters 
occur, relations between nations will be so 
embittered that a lasting solution will become 
dificult. ‘They would, therefore, welcome all 
‘efforts to bring about ‘negotiations among the 
belligerents with a view to a just and per- 
manent peace. Finland is to be left to fight 
her own battle, despite the fact that it is 
the fight of the whole of Scandinavia. ‘The 
fact that it was not included in the confer- 
ence of ministers, though it was in the earlier 
meeting of the heads of the four States prior 
to the Soviet invasion, clearly demonstrates 
that the Finns are to’ be left to their own 
devices, with the hope, of course, that they 
‘will win, and possibly also the desire that, in 
the event of defeat, a satiated Russia will 
Teave the conferring nations alone, even it 
only for the time being. Such aid as can be 
given to Finland will undoubtedly be given 
so long as the giving docs not irritate the 
Soviet or the Reich, 

‘The denial that the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries have been subjected to pressure from any 
side must, of course, be accepted, but it must 
novertheléss be borne in mind, that while 
Pressure may not have been applied in the 
form of the spoken or written word, the 
proximity of such powerful and unserupul- 
‘ous neighbours as Russia and Germany con- 
stitutes in itself a form of pressure the im= 
portanee of which cannot for one moment be 
denied. It will consequently take more than 

ile effort to convince the outside world 
that the policies of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries are not formulated with a weather eye 
upon the potential threats to their existence 
which undoubtedly exist and which may be 
put into operation whenever it suits the pur- 
pose of M. Stalin or Herr Hitler, and there

‘The intention of the Scandinavian nations to 
pursue a common policy of neutrality, im- 
partially ahd independently with all States 
is most praiseworthy, but the realist will 
ask: ean they possibly hope to do it?

slightest diminution of the campaign against 
their shipping which Germany has ruthlessly 
prosecuted from the very commencement of 
the war. Not one single representation on 
cognate ‘subjects has secured anything but 
the polite murmurings of regret,—and that 
not too often,—and the immediate resump- 
tion of the practices against which objection 
has been raised. The Scandinavian countries 
are faced by two aggressor Powers deter- 
mined to disregard the rights of neutrals so 
long os that course of conduct appears to 
give them any advantage in the struggle 
with the Allies, ‘Those are the cold, un- 
pleasant facts of the situation, and as’ mat~ 
fers at present stand, Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden stand helpless before the Power 
which is busily engaged in destroying their 
shipping and ignoring those self-same neutral 
rights for which the Scandinavian Ministers 
have announced their intention to secure 
respect. Tt must be remembered that the 
‘old political values which secured for the 
smaller nation the right to live are in danger 
of being destroyed; they will, in fact, dis- 
appear should Germany prevail against the 
Allies. 

It has been contended by the German 
propaganda machine that it is the desire of 
the Allies to extend the theatre of war by 
bringing the Scandinavian countries into this 
war. Nothing is further from their wishes. 
With such an extension of hostilities would 
come the necessity of supporting Scandinavia 
in its Aight with Germany, and possibly 
Soviet Russia, and the disposition of their 
forees over large areas, together with the 
maintenance of Iong lines of supply across 
the North Sea, which would only be main- 
tained effectively by heavy concentration of 
naval forces in an area in which thiey are 
most vulnerable. It would be well nigh a 
dificult for the Allies to support their forces 
in Scandinavia should they have to be sent 
there, as it would be for Germany to main= 
tain ‘an invading army in Great Britain 
which was one of the hare-brained schemes 
attributed to the fecund imagination of der 
Fuehrer. ‘There is in fact no very substan- 
Uial guarantee that, should Herr Hitler and 
ML. Stalin decide upon onslaughts on Norway 
‘and Sweden, much could be done to assist 
them save ‘to. make sure that upon the 
advent of peace they should have restored 
fo them whatever they may have suffered in 
the loss of territorial integrity. ‘The con- 
clusion of the ministerial communiqué in- 
cludes the statement that unless the war ends 
before great disasters occur relations be- 
tween nations will be so embittered that a 
lasting solution will be diticult. That is all 
too true, but the time has not yet come for 
discussions of peace. Herr Hitler made that 
quite plain in his latest broadcast; Allied 
statesmen have made it no less clear, for 
there can be no peace which is to be merely 
breathing space in preparation for another 
campaign of aggression by Germany, but one 
in which this menace shall be removed once 
and for all. War is becoming much too ¢x- 
pensive to permit Germany throwing Europe 
into it once each generation. It iy to be 
hoped that it will not be a peace of bittor~ 
ness, but if that is to be the only one which 
will’ bring Europe security again, it can be 
the only one acceptable, 
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‘Two Speeches 


‘Tho contrast between the speeches of Mr, 
Neville Chamberlain and Herr Hitler is the 
contrast between the two men and the geniuses 
lof their {wo countries. On the one hand there 
Is a cold calculated statement of fact; on the 
other an outburst of the usual vituperation 
which contributes nothing to the consideration 
lof the issues between the Allies and Germany, 
but is rather indicative of those bad manners 
‘with which Herr Hitler and the German broad- 
leasters have made the world so familiar. Mr, 
‘Chamberlain tas reenunclated the peace aims of 
ithe Allies. “It may be taken for granted that 
hey are wholly unacceptable to Herr Hitler and 
his accomplices, who, having badly miscaleulated 
the ‘firmness ‘of the Allies regarding thelr 
lopposition to the German invasion of Poland, are 
fembarked upon a war of conquest, aggrandise- 
ment and ‘the further ‘spoliation of more 
European states, Herr Hitler again asked ‘who 
ldeclared war. As if that matlers one ‘way. or 
the other! ‘The fact Is that Herr Hitler being 
definitely told the Allies would act if Germany 
invaded Poland, was led to believe by Herr von 
Ribbentrop that they were bluffing. Herr Hitler 
marched ‘on Poland. ‘The Allies declared wa 
‘The real question is then: who brought war 
about. “The answer is just as plain, Germany, 
who by her actions in circumstances of which 
her Government were fully apprised, made war 
inevitable. Not all the hysterical stutterings of 
fctitiously indignant German orators will hide 
that simple fact, nor gloze over the point that 
Herr Hitler himself “admitted to Sir Novile 
Menderson that he would rather have war when 
fhe was fifty years of age than at fifty-five. He 
fasked for it and he got it. Up to the prevent 
it has not been at all to his liking. The Allies 
in their determination that an end must be put 
to this German terrorization of neighbouring 
small states are prepared to see that he will 
fike it still Jess in the future, and not all the 
Dleating from Berlin will cause them to swerve 
from their purpose. ‘The war aims of the Allies 
fare plainly: stated for the whole world to see. 
(There is nothing humiliating about them so far 
jas Germany is concerned, except in the swollen 
Feouccit of that country's arrogant Ieaders. If 
\Germany wants peace the next step Is up to 
Ms government; if Jt still desires war. the

right direction, Experfenee hos shown that, 
whether they are armed. or not, the German 
plan is to attack every form of eratt encounter- 
ed, and the only possible answer to such pro- 
ceedings is to equip the threatened vessels with 
4 means of fighting off their attackers. That 
this can be done is demonstrated in one of 
today’s cables. German bombers fancied. they 
had ‘an easy prey in, the shape of a trawler 
off the Norfolk coast. Flying low to attack they 
‘were met with a hail of bullets from the vessel's

Naval Supremacy

‘A slouth from one of the focal wine and 
spinit dealers recently performed an excellent 
pice of detective work in a spiritous manner 
Jand unearthed large stores of whisky mas 
fauerac der well-known proprietary names 
which had been no closer to the. banks and 
lbraes of Scotland than Houskew. One thing he 
luiseovered was that there was no lack of pro- 
lperly labelled bottles owing to the inquitous 
business of trading in labelled bottles for re- 
Ailing purposes. In Japan, where a serious effort 
hhas been made for years to produce a decent 
brand of whisky on the Scotch style, a serious 
Jdificulty has been experienced, Like all pro- 
ducts, War exigencies have affected Japanere 
‘whisky distillation with results which may pro: 
toundly affect quality. According to the “Osak 
Mainichi,” there “are two places where Scotch 
whisky is made. One is, of course, Scotland. 
The other is a little town with the non-Gaclie 
lname of Yamazaki, situated in the highlands 
that tie between Osaka and Kyoto.” Originally, 
barley used to be imported {rom Scotland but 
now it is grown In the Yamazaki vieinity, and 
although the liquor is distilled far from the 
fiand of the heather and thistle, it has a sound 
[Scotch ancestry and is claimed to possess 
sound Scottish flavour. Aged in the eask for 
12 years is the claim altached to the best bri

of flour recently arrived in Peiping, 
and ‘will be distributed 10 various 
food dealers for sale to those possess 
ing a “flour ticket.”

In fact, they have not been able to

Double Collection of Taxes

“A. favourite 
diversion, of either party is to cap- 
ture and kill the petty officiais of the 
other party. If catried to an extreme, 
uch a programme is likely to cause 
hard feeling among old friends and 
neighbours. In some places, how= 
‘ever, this danger is avoided by means 
of a gentleman's agreement between 
the Chinese soldiers of the two sides, 
so that each manages to keep out 
fof the other's way. 

Faint Demareation 

‘The demarcation, between quoritas| 
and ‘andi ik very faint, and some= 
times Invisible. Most of ‘the bandits 
call themselves guerillas, and elaim 
fo be very patriotic. When they 
capture’ vielim, they usually ae 
‘euse him of being a traitor, in league 
with "the Japanese. ‘This ‘accusation 
Is utterly jroundless in at least 999 
eases out of 1,000. 

On the other hand many men who 
really aro spies, paid by the Japanese 
yo all over the country with impunity. 
Only a few of them are caught by 
guoritias. In some districts, most of 
the queritias are former bandits, who 
say they have reformed. ‘The re- 
formation is largely imaginary, the 
bandits may have changed thelr” gar= 
ments, but not their hearts or their 
habits. ‘They still rob, kidnap and 
murder the helpless. people, 

Its sad to reflect that such a targe 
portion of the distress of the people 
fk inflicted upon them by unworthy 
members of thelr own race. ‘The 
querillas often say they have not 
ough ammunition to make an 
effective attack on the Japanese in 
vaders. If they would not waste 30 
‘much ammunition on their own fel- 
Tow countrymen, the supply might 
be stiMeient for’ military’ purpose 

Tn many cases, kidnapped persons 
are tortured, to make them tell where 
their alleged money is hidden, or to 
hhasten the payment of ransom. In 
‘some distriels, it has been customary 
{to roast the ' vietims in big. kettles, 
without water, until the flesh. falls 
from the bones. Chinese inhumanity. 
to Chinese makes countless thousands 

Japanese Maltreatment 

Chinese who fall into the hands of| 
Japanese ofieials are severely mal~ 
treated. “Thousands of persons have 
been arrested ‘by Japanese or thei 
‘agents, “merely on suspicion.

‘On the whole, Japanese have the 
reputation of being among. the world’s 
poorest linguists, and. the Japanese 
biMeers and soldiers in China uphold 
this reputation. Practically none of| 
them’ can successfully converse in 
Chinese, so they, and the Chinese 
who come into contact with them, 
are at the merey and caprice of in- 
terpreters. This” system puts great 
power Into the hands of the inter- 
Dreters, most of whom are Chinese 
‘or Koreans. Some of the Koreans 
hhaving lived many years in Manchou- 
kuo speak Chinese quite fluently. 
Some of the interpreters seem to do| 
their work well, while others. are! 
careless, ill tempered, or vicious. 





Anonymous Accusations 

‘A local Chinese may come under 
suspicion in any one of several’ 
ways. His personal enemies may 
secretly accuse him. In some citles| 
Boxes Similar to mail boxes are. pro- 
vided, into Which anonymous accus- 
tions may be dropped. “A person 
may be accused, oF threatened with 
aceustion. merely as a means of black- 
mail and extortion. Chinese may 
Beeuise some one, not because there: 
is any. ground for suspicion, but. in 
order to improve their own standing| 
with their superior officers, thus pav-| 
ing the way for continued employ- 
ment, or possibly a raise in salary, 
Japanese de- 
mand certain quantities of wheal, 
corn, beans and firewood to be sup- 
plied by the local people. ‘The off- 
Cals, divide out the amount of goods 
Wanted, according to the districts and 
townships which happen to be under 
thelr control. Each family is foreed| 
to send in a certain quantity of 
grain, for instance. The grain is 
measured or weighed and delivered 
to the Japanese warehouse. The 
Japanese usually pay for it, at a rate] 
Tower than the market price.

Prisoners in Ward Road Gaol 


Local Conditions Cited as Reason for Rise ; Staff 
Increases ; Many Released Prisoners Rearrested 


Shanghai, Feb, 2 





DEZERIORATING conditions in. Shanghai are cited as a reason 
for the huge increase in the number of prisoners at present 
serving sentences in Ward Road Gaol, according to the annual 
report for 1939 of the Gaol Branch of the Shanghai Municipal 


Police. 


‘On December 31 the grand total was 8,517, which exceeded 


by 1,231 the previous highest total which was reached on July 
29, 1932. The work of the various sections of the Gaol is sum- 


marized as follows: 


During the past year a total of eleven foreign, fifteen Indian 


and twenty-

During the course of the year, the report states, the total popu- 
lation, including the Foreign Section and the Reformatory, in- 


creased from 6,562 on January 
increase of 1,858. 


‘The grand total on December 18 was 8,517, 


1 to 8,420 on December 31, an 





which figure exceeds the previous highest total number of prison 
ers incarcerated in the Shanghai Municipal Gaol, which was 7,286 
on July 29, 1932, by a total of 1,231 prisoners, 


‘The inerease is attributed to 
deteriorating conditions that have 
been prevailing in and around 
‘Shanghal during the past twelve 
months, It appears probable that 
the total will show further Increases 
during the coming year. All classes 
of crime, with the exception of 
opium ‘smoking and narcotic cases, 
which have remained steady through- 
out the year, show a steady increase, 
and particularly armed crime. 


Chinese Sectl 

On January 1 there were 6,812 pri 
soners in this section, which Agure 
gradually increased until it reached 
the total of 8.223 on December 18, 
This figure was the highest recorded 
during. the year and since the Gaol 
was established, “The lowest figure 
was 6201 on January & A total of 
14399 prisoners were admitted during 
the year and a total of 12212 pri- 
soners were released, The daily 
average for the year was 7,034. 

Releases under the Amnesty Law 
promulgated by the National Govern- 
ment on June 24, 1932, continued, 19 
prisoners being released during ‘the 
course of the year. ‘This made a total 
ff 3,024 prisoners released under this 
law of which 1,820, 43,65 per cent. 
were re-arrested "and sentenced 
to further terms of imprisonment, 

‘The release of prisoners under 
Conditional Release ‘regulations con- 
tinued throughout the year, the Gaol 
Authorities examining the cases of 
1300 prisoners. Of the cases ex~ 
amined only a total of 110. prisoners 
were recommended for release. This 

‘due mainly 0 the nature of the 
erimes committed for which” they 
were sentenced ‘and the opinion of 
the examining board being that the 
conditions prevailing did not warrant 
such a reduetion in their sentences; 
this concerned those prisoners charg- 
ed with armed crime and other ser 
fous offences. Of the prisoners ro- 
commended for release, a total of 36 
were released, the remainder being 
unable to find suitable guarantors. 

Rearrested 

‘The tolal number of prisoners. re- 
leased under these regulations since 
they were promulgated, excluding 
‘those released under Special Release 
‘during 1988, now total 578. Of this 
tolal 97 have been re-arrested and 
sentenced to further terms of imprl- 
sonment, four died and fourteen are 
wanted "in connection with other 
erimes. 

‘The Release on Bail for Employ- 
‘ment regulations, which expired on 
December 31, 1938, were extended for 
2 further period’ of six months to 
June 30 and again for an additional 
period of six” months to" Decem= 
ber 31, 1999. “During the your 
the cases of 380 prisoners have been 
examined by the authorized board, 
out of which a total of 108 prisoners, 
were recommended for release, Of 
this total 138 prisoners were fvally 
telcased, the remainder bein whable

ment. Sine December 19, 1996, when

Death Rate 

During the year the deaths of 258 
prisoners were recorded, decrease 
of 69 over the 1938 tolal. Of this 
number 70 prisoners contracted the 
fatal disease prior to their admission 
to the Gaol. Of the total number 
‘of deaths 223 were attributed to Pul- 
‘monary, Tuberculosis, Chronic Bron= 
chills, T. B. Eoteritis and 0. B, 
Peritonitis.

similar first-aid appliances were in 
stalled whenever it was. considered, 
after inspection of the premises, that 
the fire risks could thus be covered. 
‘This method of providing protection 
necessitated increased supervision, as 
full details of requirements could not 
bbe satisfactorily worked out until a 
factory was completed and ready to 
operaie. “This added greatly to the 
work of the Inspection Branch, but 
the. relatively small number of fires 
In factories of this type during the 
year would appear to indicate. that 
the departure’ from normal routine 
was Justified, 

Western Lumber Yards 

‘The presence of a large number of 
lumber yards, particularly inthe 
western" extra-Seltlement district, 
created n fire hazard) which gave rise 
to considerable anxiety. ‘These yards 
nme into existence within” a very 
short tlie, usually, in close proximity 
to. good-elass residential properties, 
and the situation rapidly became 
serious, with this Department handi 
eapped through the Tack of local re- 
ulations governing. thelr establish 
ment and operation.

‘TraMe and Accidents —Trame con- 
gestion is still acute and, on certain 
Foads where conditions are exception 
ally bad, it retards the progress of 
Brigade vehicles responding to fire 
and other emergency calls. The 
Police, however, assist the Brigade 
in every way possible, and the drivers 
‘of other vehicles, on ‘the whole, show 
onsideration ant do thelr utmost 
to prevent obstructions; consequently, 
there is remarkably little cause for 
complaint considering the conditions 
prevailing. 

Brigade vehicles were involved in 
a -number of accidents during the 
year, but fortunately none of these 
‘was of a serious nature, 

‘Arson and Incendiarism.—Arson and 
incendiarism were unusvally — pre- 
valent during the year. Aman ‘was 
charged with attempted arson and 
Sentenced to 33% years’ imprisonment, 
but this was the only” prosecution 
owing to the faet that other cases 
‘of suspected arson lacked sufficient 
evidence to warrant Police Court pro- 
ecedings. 

‘There’ were numerous eases of 
ineendiarism, but In cach instance 
either the guilty. person was not 
Drehended ‘or insufficient evidence 
made it Impossible for a charge to 
be preferred. 

‘Volunteer Reserve.—The Volunteer 
Reserve was reorganized for the 
Primary purposes of establishing the 
Status of the members serving in the 
Emergency Ambulance and Trans~ 
port Section, which was formed dur- 
Ing the 1997 hostilities, in order to 
combine the Regular (Fire-fighting) 
Reserve with that Section. 

‘A new Constitution and revised 
Regulations for the Unit were a 
proved, and almost without exception 
the members of the 1937 Ambulance 
‘and Transport Seetlon re-enrolled for 
service under the new scheme. 

Rescue Squad.—Training of person- 
nol in oxygen breathing apparatus

Mr. W. Fairbairn 


Leaving for Home 


‘Shanghai, Feb. 24. 

Onicers of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police gathered last night at a mess 
dinner in the Police Club to bid 
farewell to Mr. W. E. Fairbairn, 
Assistant Commissioner, who retires: 
fon Feb. 27 after about 63 years on 
the force. A silver cigar-box bear- 
ing the inscriptions of the officers’ 
signatures was presented by Major 
K. M. Bourne, Commissioner, on 
behalf of those (present. In addition 
Mr. C. Akagi, Special Deputy Com- 
missioner, handed to the retiring 
police official a water-colour portrait 

ted by himself. 

‘Mr, Falrbaim has always been 
identined with physical and arms 
training and supervision in the Police, 
He joined in 1907 and was appointed 
muskelry and drill instructor in 1910. 
In 1917 he trained 300 Chinese police 
in the use of the sword with ‘which 
they were then armed in order to 
‘combat Chinese desperadoes, and the 
following year he put 700 Chinese 








through a course in the use of the 
203 Martini carbine (ten armed cri- 
‘minals were killed or wounded with= 
{in four months). 

Alter introducing the 43 Colt 
automatic pistol as a weapon for 
foreign police, in 1919, Mr. Fairbairn 
started a bullet identification system. 
A year later he introduced an original 
‘method of pistol shooting which has 
sinee been’ adopted by’ practically 
every force in the Far East as well 
‘as police in several other countries. 
‘AL about the same time he qualified 
‘ax a revolver instructor at the Small 
Arms School, Hythe, and introduced 
“hip shooting.” ete, az now used in 
the SOL. 


Organizes Riot Squad 
In 1925 Mr, Fairbairn was com- 
missioned to organize a mob fighting 
unit within the Police. "Since that 
time the Reserve Unit has attended 
id successfully dealt with more 
than 1,000 riot. calls without once 
having to use firearms. Tear-gas, 10 
tye employed in mob fighting and in 
dealing with barricaded armed cri- 
minals, was soon introduced. A. vest 
‘and shield proof against the powerful 
Mauser pistol bullet were designed 
nd produced by Mr. 
927, while the old steel 
made up-to-date, Patterns have been 
supplied to five other police forces 
the Far East. 

‘An anti-gambling crusade, in which 
all dens and “hwa  hwei” lotteries 
were effectively abolished, was or- 
‘xanized and carried out by’ Mr. Fair~ 
bala in 1929. Other mile-stones 
were the establishment of the Police 
Armoury in, 1931 (over 6,000 weapons 
‘were reconditioned), and the forma- 
tion of the Police’ Band the same 
year. The drums and fifes of the 
Band and the smart appearance of 
the organization have become an 
essential part of "many public fune- 
tions in. Shanghal, 

Mr. Fairbairn, who was promoted 
from superintendent to assistant com~ 
missioner early in 1935, was appoint 
‘ed officer in charge of the Armed and 
‘Training Reserve and of the Sikh 
Branch’ in 1936. ‘He has received 
various commendations and ¢ 
for outstanding work “and is 
holder of the Police Long Service 
Medal (with (wo bars), the 1937 
Emergeney Medal and the Chinese 
Government Police Medal. He will 
be mcceeded at Headquarters by Mr.

Bravery Medals; Foreigners Under Strength

It has been summarized in three articles, the first of which is 


attached. 

‘Six Chinese members of the Force, 
fone detective constable and five con- 
Stables, were killed in the execution 
of their duty by armed criminals 
during 1039, 

‘Three Chinese constables were 
awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
‘Medal, Class 1, for exceptional bravery 
‘and devotion’ to duty: one foreign 
sub-inspector, one foreign sergeant, 
three foreign’ probationary sergeants, 
‘one Indian constable, one Chinese 
Sergeant, fifteen Chinese constables: 
‘and one Chinese detective consable 
‘were awarded the Distinguished Con- 
duet Medal, Class 11. 

‘Long Service Medals were awarded 
during the year, and distributed 
‘amongst Branches’ as_follows:—Spe- 
clals 13, Foreigners 12, Sikhs 29, and 
Chinese’ 23. 

Many Killed or Wounded 

During the year the Police took: 
part in’73 encounters. with armed 
Persons in ‘Which shots were. ex- 
changed. ‘The casualties in the Police 
Foree were 6 killed and 14 wounded 
Altogether 629 shots were fired by the 
Police and 369 by armed persons. 
Fourteen armed persons were shot 
dead and 14 were wounded. 

‘On ‘May 1, 1939, the designations 
Foreign Branch and Japanese Branch 
‘were altered to Foreign Branch (Sec- 
tion 1) and Foreign Branch (Section 
T1) respectively. 

At the close of the year the num- 
ber on the register “of watchmen 
under Police supervision was as fol- 
lows:—Russians 138, Indians 203, and 
Chinese 3,632. 

No dificulty was experienced in 
obtaining suitable recruits, and the 
general standard of recruit has becn 
fully maintained. The Foreign Branch 
is under strength and as far ay pos- 
sible vacancies will be filled by local 
recruitment, Altogether 469 recruits 
were trained and posted for duty 
during the year. They comprised 35 
Foreigners Section 1, 48 Section 1, 
36 Sikhs and 350 Chinese. The whole 
fof the Foreigners Section I joining, 
the Force were recruited locally, Re 
{fresher courses for Chinese Constables 
in trate control, police duties and 
rill, were carried out continuously 
throughout the year. 

‘The standard of discipline was 
satisfactory and the general bearing 
and conduct of members of all 
Branches of the Force was excellent. 

‘The health of the majority of the 
Foree is satisfactory. ‘The average 
percentage of sickness per diem 
was=—Foreign Branch (Section 1) 
2.92, Foreign Branch (Section 11) 823, 
Sikh Branch 231, and Chinese 
Branch 1.77 as against 341, 7.15, 2.54 
‘and 1.72 ‘respectively in 1938, 

During the year a total of 4,717 
Police weapons were overhauled in 
the Police Armoury at little cost, and 
all weapons are in effective conditio 
182 Police weapons were used in 
shooting affrays during the year. OF 
the 354 bullet proof vests on charge, 
116 were reconstructed and 101 aver- 
hauled or repaired. Of the 80 bullet 
proof shields on charge, 19 were 
overhauled.

in the number of such establishments, 
‘many continue to operate in disregard 
of the police warning. Fifty-one raids 
were made during the year resulting 
in the arrest of 90 keepers, 118 as 
sistants and 265 entertainers, all of 
whom ‘were charged in Court.

The olflee of the North-China 
Daily News & Herald” occupied  two- 
storeyed building on Kiukiang Road, 
directly opposite the present site of 
the National City Bank of New York 
‘The architecture of this building was 
Aistinetly colonial, with on admixture 
of Victorian modelling, Electricity 
‘was still in ils infancy as far as the 
Shanghailander of 1809 was concerned 
although, a few years later, it had 
Spread to general domestic use. The 
“NorthChina” building at that period 
was illuminated by. kerosene lamps 
‘and cooled by punkahs during the 
summer months, for which latter 
purpose "natives were specially 
employed, ‘There was only one tele~ 
phone installed: the telephone number 
being 124, indicative of the simple 
system of designating telephone num- 
ers in those- days. 

‘At the rear of the building was 
a detached, godown-like structure 
Which housed the printing offlee and 
press-rooms. Type” was handset, 9 
Composing stait’ of 30 natives being 
‘employed. ‘There were 8 pressmen 
tnd coolles attached to the pressroom 
‘and it was their duty to turn out the 
ally “News” nearly 1,000 copies 
daily! Among other work ‘undertaken 
by theso pressmen was, the printing 
of Express Posters and Train Tickets 
for the Shanghal-Woosung Railway. 
Theldentally, the fare from Shanghai 
to Woosung was 5 cents, or 18 coppers. 

Small Salaries 

Salaries carned in the early duys 
‘of the 20th century were comparative- 
ly. small, a foreigner from Home 
wetting ag Tittle as $250.4 month at 
a native clerk $7 or $8. ‘The pur- 
ehasing value of the dollar, however 
was considerably greater, then th 
how, “A-native earning $7 a month 
Would reckon his expenses roughly 
as $3 for riee, $2 for lodgings and $2 
for extra expenses. A dollar then 
‘was equivalent to approximately 900- 
11900 eash, the Agure varying with the 
ale of exchange. For his amusement 
in his spare time the average Chinese 
clerk would spend the week-end after= 
‘noon in a Chinese theatre, expending, 
as Hittle as 40 cents, half of which was 
the price of admission, and the other 
hale for towels, tea and meion seeds. 
‘Theatres were not so pretentious ax 
the modern theatre of today, but the 
plays produced were just. "as pie 
turesque and as noisily performed. 
Costumes were more easily duplicated 
in authenticity, and histrionic talent 
Was nota whit levs admirable, 

‘The editor of the “North-China 
Daily News" was, at that time, Mr. 
RW. Little. A‘ man of peculiar 
habits and customs, he was held in 
awe by all the native staff with the 
exception of two, ‘These two "boys” 
were the only Chinese who dared walle 
into his sanctum sanctorwm with im~

‘Walking to the office in the morning 
he would, on arrival, toss his 


dilapidated’ straw hat onto his desk. 
One could picture him sitting at his 
desk in the enclosed poreh of the 
building, overlooking the street, a 
stub of 'a cigar hanging precariously 
botween his lips, nearly scorching hls 
elose-cropped mustachio.

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A Peace Plan: 
Resettle The Rhine

Si—In November, 1918, 
winning the war Marshal Foch 
insisted on keeping In the Allies’ 
hands the left bank of the Rhine and 
the three bridge-heads of Cologne, 
Mayenee and Coblenz, ‘The ine of 
the Rhine, said he, is a formidable 
barrier, very easy’ to defend even 
with a relatively small army, and 
with the bridge-heads "in Allied 
hands, Germany would keep quiet 
and would not trouble the peace of| 
Europe as she did s0 mony times 
during the last 150 years. 


Unhappily, Lloyd George, and even 
Clemenceau, then Freneh Premier, 
did not agree with the Generalissimo, 
The greatest objection to Foch's pro-. 
posal was that the left bank of the 
Rhine was German land and was 
ited by Germans, 

‘The way Hitler acted lately with 
the Jews, the Poles, and even the 
Germans 'in Maly and in the Baltfe 
States gavo me the idea that it would 
be possible to realize Foch's pro- 
Posal in Hitler's manner, — but of 
course without making it ab hard for 
the Germans as Hitler made it for 
the Jews, for instance, 

In the midst of the German people! 
‘there are people who are not Ger~ 
‘man, Because they are not numerous | 
‘enough, and beeause they are. sur-| 
rounded by Germans, they have 
never been and never’ will be free 
for a very long time, 

‘The solution would be to remove 
the Czechs into the Rhineland and 

ito the Ruhr basin and the Rhenans 
into Bohemia ancl Moravia. ‘The 
Rhineland would also. be i good 
plage in which to settle the Jews 
whom Hitler wants to yet rid of 

‘As an area, the Rhineland, the 
Ruhr bosin, ahd the bridge-heads are| 
certainly not larger than Bohemia 
and Moravia, ‘The Ruhr and. the| 
Saar would ‘replace the industrial 
regions of Czechoslovakia, 


‘All the Germans, except the Jews 
fond a maximum of 5 per cent, of 
tho others, would be compelled to| 
Jeave the Rhineland and to relin« 
quish all their real estato—lands, 
houses, workshops and machinery— 
and would be indemnified by the 
German Government with ‘the pro- 
perties left in Czechoslovakia by the 
Cueehs 

‘The inhabitants of Czechostovakia 
would be free to leave their country 
and to yo to Czecho-Rhineland; they 
‘would relinquish all thelr properties, 
which should be appraised by an 
international commission, as would 
be done for the properties released 
by the Germans in the Rhineland. 

Because the Germans alone are 
responsible for the troubles that the 
Cucehs and Jews have endured, the 
latter would receive an equivalent 
in properties of 125 to 150 per cent. 
of the value of the properties they 





after 
































have relinquished. "Besides, the| 
Czcehs who have io properti¢s and 
who wish to settle in the Rhineland, 





would receive an indemnity of about 
£50 per head, The difference in| 
value of properties and the £50 
indemnity should be paid by Gere 
ny. 

‘The right to move into the new

The Milk Fund 


What is Being Done 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norrit-Cunxa Dany News" 


‘Su—On Februwry 22, 1940, one of 
the most popular institutions of all, 
charity’ organieations for the Jewish 
Immigrants, the “LC!” Milk Fund, 
Tooks back on one year of work. 

In the very beginning, 25 children 
wero supplied with milk, but with 
the daily arrivals of refugees from 
Europe, this number increased $0 
that one month after the foundation, 
122 children. were to be provided. 

Besides children, the Milk Fund 
supplies milk to old and sick per- 
sons, persons” recovering iroin| 
serious illness, pregnant women and| 
hhursing mothers, In June 1930, 700 
people received milk from the Fund. 
‘Although donations poured in from 
all sides, we were compelled to re- 
duce the expenses in order to meet 
the inereasing demands. During the 
hot months, we changed, as far as 
possible, from fresh milk to dry- 
powdered milk. 

From February 22, 1939, until. the 
middle of June i939, we issued 24,210 
ortions of fresh milk, from that 
until February 20, 1940, we issued 
81,920 portions, ‘$6,130 ‘portions in| 
ali. 

_-Besides that, we tssued 4,700 Ths. 
‘of powdered milk. 

‘At the present "time, we provide 
with fresh milk 9 children, mostly 
under one year of age, and some| 
seriously sick and tuberculous 
children. 35 adults, (9 pregnant 
‘women, 12 persons, about 80 years; 
old, 14° cases of serious illness). 

‘With powdered milk, 201 children, 














M44 adults. 
‘The total income of the Milk 
Fund, until now, is Sh$31,360.78. 


This money came, and still ‘comes, 
from private donations, charity con- 
‘certs of the Milk Fund,  strect-col- 
leetions ete. ‘The Milk Fund did not! 
receive money from the general 
funds of the other Jewish charity. 
organizations,

THE NEUTRALITY ZON! 


By Sanmusoxian 





‘The Neutrality Act, in order to prevent the 
United States from’ becoming involved in 
disputes with countries at war, set aside zones 
which American vessels were forbidden to 
enter. ‘There was nothing wrong with this 
because the American Government had an 
undoubted right to place limitations upon the 
voluntary aetion of its own citizens. ‘The 
Panama Conference, on the other hand, set 
aside zones from which belligerent vessels 
were {0 be excluded. This was a vastly 
different propé the 
American Government nor any Latin Amer- 
jean Government had the right to say where 
belligerent vessels should operate except, of 
course, that they should not operate within 
the three-mile limit. ‘The net result was 
therefore, to create a new field of controversy 
with belligerents instead of removing, as the 
Neutrality Act had attempted to remove, an 
old field of controversy. A country can’ re- 
main at peace and demand compensation for 
‘ breach of international law. ‘The only way 
to secure adherence to an asserted right is to 
go to war about it or to threaten to go to 
war, for there are no legal grounds on which 
compensation ‘can be claimed. ‘The authors 
of the safety zone idea hold that it should 
vank in importance with the Monroe Doctrine. 
‘The Monroe Doctrine owed its success to th 
fact that the British Navy was prepared to 
co-operate in its enforcement. If the safely 
zone is to be successfully preserved, the same 
conditions must exist. But in that case, there 
can be no grounds for complaint if British 
vessels operate within the zone to remove 
threats to the commerce carried out between 
new world countries and the rest of the world. 

‘The criticism of a Republican Congressman 
from Pennsylvania, John C. Kunkel, expresses 
clearly what a aumber of people think of the 
safety zone idea. “In view of the purpose 
of the neutrality legislation, it is hard to 
understand the action of the State Department 
in adhering to the Panama Conference. ‘The 
delegates to this conference stated that the 
neutral American republics ‘are as of inherent 
right entitled to have those waters adjacent 
to the American continent....free from the 
commission of any hostile act by any non- 
American belligerent nation,’ ‘They then laid 
out an area of ocean surrounding the entire 
North and South American continents south 
of the Canadian border and extending from 
00 to 600 miles out to sea, ‘They then dec~ 
Jared that in this entire area—about 55,000, 
000 square miles, I believe—no hostile act 
should be committed. ‘They also decided to 
‘establish a patrol if that became necessary. . .” 

‘The policy of the neutrality law had in 
effect yielded up some of our most important 
rights under international law in order to 
avoid provocative incidents. Yet here the 
United States claims a right which does not 
exist in any neutral or body of neutrals under 
international Jaw. It... .jgnored the fact that 
the United States had formally given 
adherence to the 3-mile limit under the treaty 
with Great Britian in which Great Britain had 
agreed to permit the search of rum runners 
at a distance of one hour's steaming trom 
the coast, 

“The danger of American involvement in 
the European war has lessened since the 
passage of the Neutrality Act and is con- 
tinuing to grow smaller. Public sentiment is 
more and more coming to the conclusion that 
we need not be involved. Our legislative 
policy is succeeding in eliminating the risk 
of a critical international situation involving 
national prestige. However, by its action in 
setting a 300-600-mile torritorial-waters limit 
id by insisting on this claim, hitherto non- 
existent under international law, the executive 
department has created the very situation, 
ige is concerned, that

It is always difficult to trace an idea to 
its source, an observation which applies very 
aptly to the American proposal for this so- 
called safety zone around the western hemis- 
phere outlined in the Declaration of Panama. 
‘The President, himself, was one of the con- 
tributories. He established what he called a 
neutrality patrol off the coast of the United 
States shortly after the war began in order, 
as he expressed it, to see what was happen- 
ing, At the time, this patrol was regarded 
us a pro-ally gesture because its chief activity 
was spotting German submarines. ‘Then 
someone in the President's entourage recalled 
that ‘Thomas Jefferson, like Pope Alexander 
VI, had proposed that a line should be drawn 
down the middle of the Atlantie to separate 
‘the New World from the old and keep the old 
world’s troubles out of the new. If this idea 
could be carried out, the British Navy would 
have only half as mtich ocean to patrol. Few 
believed at this time, however, that the neu- 
trality patrol should do anything more than 
observe and report. 

But under the assiduously applied trowel 
of Under Secretary of State Summer Welles, 
the idea was transformed into something far 
more precise and far-reaching than had been 

















of the zone, though they stretched in places 
more than 300. miles from the shore, as if 
they were territorial waters and to claim 
similar rights over them. It is perfectly 
permissible for any country or, indeed, any 
group of countries to state in advance that 
they will follow a certain line of conduct 
under certain conditions. The question of 
international law need not have entered into 
the Panama Declaration any more than it 
entered into the Monroe Doctrine. Behind 
the Monroe Doctrine was the threat that if 
foreign nations attempted to follow a line of 
conduct to which the United States had 
specified its objections in advanec, they 
‘would be resisted with force. But the Panama 
Conference attempted to make the best of 
two worlds. It rejected any idea of using 
force, but at the same time expected the 
belligerent powers to agree to its resolutions 
Just as though these had the foree of inter- 
national law. 








It can hardly have been pleasing to the 
Secretary of State, who had based the whole 
structure of his Pan American policy on a 
striet_ adherence to accepted international 
practice to find that his under secretary had 
flown off at a tangent and evolved a doctrine 
which had no grounds or sanction in inter- 
national Jaw. It is significant that the Secret- 
ary has left its defence entirely in the hands 
of Mr, Sumner Welles, who headed the 
American delegation to Panama. Moreover, 
if the United States could claim special juris- 
diction within waters 300 miles or more from 
its coast line, other countries might do the 
same. The only grounds for the claim was 
national interest and the Secretary had always 
insisted in the past that national interest, or, 
as Mr. Welles called it, “asserted rights,” 
‘could not change international law. Legally, 
the safety zone was simply an understanding 
among the 21 American Republics. ‘They 
could legitimately agree 0 consult in 
case of its violation, if the word could be 
used, but since the zone had no legal existence 
‘as far as the belligerents were concerned, it 
gave the American Republics no additional 
rights under international law whereby they 
had a legal right to protest to the belligerents 
if it were violated, 


‘The battle off Montevideo was not the first 
violation of the zone, but it was a violation 
which could not be ignored because of the 
newspaper publicity which the engagement 
received. ‘There was no particular damage 
done to any Latin American interest by the 
conflict. ‘The commerce of no Latin American 
country was curtailed thereby, nor did any 
American country suffer pecuniary loss. But 
critics of the Government became vocal; some 
began to ridicule the safety zone, others to 
claim that it endangered American isolation. 
Pride of parenthood, or at least foster parent- 
hood, led the Under Secretary of State to 
defend it to the letter. He ignored the grace- 
ful exit whieh Secretary Hull had previously 
pointed out (the Declaration merely defined 
the type of threat which required further 
consultation) and persuaded the Administra- 
tion to negotiate with other Latin American 
Republics and produce a joint declaration 
insisting that the zone be respected. He even 
risked future Congressional disapproval by 
suggesting that definite sanctions should be 
imposed against belligerent powers which 
acted contrary to American wishes.
